REVENGE MOTIVE IN WALLACE BID 
On the day when he virtually conceded the 1948 presi- 


dential election to someone else, Henry Wallace said to 
his campaign manager, C. B. Baldwin, "We've got to 
build a party, Beanie, we've got to build a party." 


The first fruits of this belated advice are exhibited 


in Mr. Baldwin's announcement that the third party is en- 
dorsing or withdrawing opposition from some 25 liberal 
Democratic candidates for Congress. This, in the opinion 
of James Thrasher, NEA Service editorial writer, adds 
another touch of contradiction and confusion to one of 
the most illogical of the serious political movements in 
our history. 


Apparently the move is intended to provide a wedge 


for Mr. Wallace's re-entry into the Democratic Party, or 
at least its non-Dixiecrat branch, in time for 1952. It is 
an obvious bid for the support of the Roosevelt family, the 
Wilson Wyatts and Chester Bowleses and Helen Douglas- 
es and others who decided, early in the game, that for all 
their New Deal sympathies they wouldn't touch the Com- 


'- munist-rigged movement of ex-New Dealer Wallace. 


It is also an obvious bid for the labor vote, whose lead- 


era have stayed away from Mr, Wallace as pointedly as 
the rest of the big-name New Dealers and millions of 
others who supported Franklin D. Roosevelt. Perhaps, 
as- some have surmised, it is a concession to the more 
"inbderate elements of the Wallace party,, but that is open 
to. question. 
ffQne thing seems evident, however. Mr. Wallace has 
made his move too late. This latest about-face does not 
Square with the general tone of. a campaign which one 
political writer has aptly wrapped up in the slogan, "My 
Country, Always Wrong." 


It is interesting to note that Mr. Baldwin, in announc- 


ing the switch, admitted that-third party endorsement of 
K candidate could amount to a kiss of death. In explaining 
why third party candidates had been withdrawn from sev- 
eral races, he spoke of "pressure and threats of withdrawal 
of financial support exerted on many Democrats if they 
accepted our endorsement." 


In choosing the candidates that it would support, the 


. third party used the CIO yardstick for determining the 


liberality of congressional incumbents from their voting 
record. This is -the same CIO that Mr. Wallace has ac- 
cused of many grievous errors, including working for the 
interests of those monsters of reaction, the steel industry. 


And in choosing the party of its newly-chosen can- 


didates, the Wallaceites picked one which, according to 
their standard-bearer, is indistinguishable from the Repub- 
licans in such matters as eagerness for war, control by 
Wall Street, and the taking of candy away from babies. 


So if voters were puzzled about what the third party 


stood for before, outside of a blanket apology for every- 
thing done by the Kremlin, they must be doubly puzzled 
now. 
They are confronted by the spectacle of Mr. Wallace 


still going around the country roundly condemning the 
party of a couple dozen candidates that his own party is 
trying to get elected. 


About the only clear thing that emerges from this 


thickening political fog is the picture of the presidential 
candidate himself, who is looking less like a mystic re- 
former and misguided messiah, and more like a politician 
who doesn't care much what else happens so long as he 
can help defeat the man who embarrassed him by giv- 
ing him a well-deserved boot out of the Cabinet and, in- 
directly, prevented him from sitting in the White House 
today.

The local church was organized 
in 1908, according to Rev Gordon 
V. Woods, pastor of the congrega- 
tion. Special 40th anniversary ser- 
vices honoring the founding of the 
denomination will be held, with 
Dr. A. L. Parrott as guest speak- 
er at the 11 a. m. service. 


The union of separate groups 
from the west, the east and the 
south took place at Pilot Point, 
Texas, in 1908 under the leader- 
ship of Dr. P. F. Bresee of Los 
Angeles,' Rev. Howard Hoople of 
New York City and Rev. C. B 
Jemigan of Texas. 


At the time of the organization 
in 1908 there were 10,000 mem- 
b«ra - scattered 
widely 
in 228 
churches with a few missionaries 
in a half dozen foreign areas. At 
that time the Sunday School de- 
partment had an enrollment slight- 
ly in excess of 6,000"and the total 
giving of the church was $140,000. 


Forty yeara later 
(1948) 
the 
Church of the Nazarene had grown 
until its membership has reached 
210,000 representing 3,350 church- 
es in the United States, Canada, 
and the British Isles with nearly 
200 missionaries in 
twenty-eight 
foreign areas. The Sunday School 
enrollment has advanced to 400,000 
and the total giving for all pur- 
poses during 1947 was more than 
$44,000,000, malting fie per capi- 
ta for the year $90.28. 


The Church of the Jikzarene, 
which maintains its intSajational 
headquarters in Kansas "(Sty, Mo., 
supports six major colleges in the 
United States, one In Canada and 
one in the British Isles and the 
Nazarene Theological Seminary, 
graduate school for ministers and 
missionaries. In addition, "Show- 
ers of Blessing" radio voice for 
the Church of the Nazarene, is 
heard over 150 radio stations and 
by short wave around the world.
